variety of animal species, from birds, butterflies, and squirrels to bats, turt les, and opossums. Garrett 
explains how specif ic plants draw animals to your property by providing food and shelter sources. 
To assist readers in designing their own “wildscape," detailed diagrams and plant listings ac¬ 



company photographs ol several Oklahoma Department of Wildlife Conservation-certified 
wildscaped properties. I he detailed diagrams will help you inventory and wildscape your own prop¬ 
erty. A woodworking chapter is complete with patterns ol nesting and feeding stations designed for 
individual wildlife species. Each section includes tables that list the common name and the scicn- 
il tc name ol t he plant or wildlife species. I he tables discuss how the plants are used or what animal 
uses them and the relationship between flora and fauna is defined. 

I he detailed diagrams are especially useful in visualizing what a particular wildscaped plot 
will look like. Each includes a color photograph, a bird’s-eye or plan view and an interpretive sketch 
on which the plants are identified. I he birds-eye view could be used as a guide for planting. The 
eleven case studies cover six kinds ol settings: sunny, shady, and moist wildscapes, wildflowcr 
meadows, and butter! ly and rock gardens. All ol the case studies illustrate mull i-layering and provi¬ 
sion ol cover. 

Water sources rate their own chapter and cover several t ypes. Three t ypes ol ponds, a re circu 
lating stream, and a side yard marsh are illustrated though t he use of case studies. Common aquatic 
and wetland plants are discussed, as well as wetland-related wildlife species. 

I he appendices provide a design checklist and a monthly activities calendar. Sources for seeds 
and plants are listed, and there is a bibliography ol field guides and references. Internet sites and 
related organizations and agencies are listed. 

Landscapin^far Wildlife provides beginners and experts alike with specific,detailed; yet casy- 
to-lollow instructions for meeting water needs, ieeding preferences, and nesting requirements ol the 
wild I lie found in the southern Great Plains. Although written specifically lor the southern Great 
Plains the concept is one that could be used anywhere with appropriate substitutions lor locality.
